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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Raymond A. Joao (Reg. No. 35,907) on 7/16/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Delete "information regarding" at line 15 of claim 1, line 18 of claim 50, and line 
45 of claim 68. 

Insert "wherein the individual's or patient's healthcare record or the individual's or 
patient's healthcare file of the individual or patient contains healthcare 
information or healthcare-related information personal to the individual or 
patient," after line 7 of claim 50. 

Insert at line 8 of claim 68, after the receiving step, "wherein the individual's or 
patient's healthcare record or the individual's or patient's healthcare file contains 
healthcare information or healthcare-related information personal to the individual 
or patient," 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 50-68 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 , 50, and 68, now renumbered as claims 1 , 2, and 20, are directed to processing 
a request to access, obtain, change, alter, or modify the information contained in 
a patient's/individual's healthcare record or patient's/individual's healthcare file. 

The closest prior art of record, Knaus et al. (US 2002/0004727 A1), 
Ballantyne et al. (5,867,821), and Elkind (US 2003/0158754 A1) teach 
processing a request to access, obtain, change, alter, or modify the information 
contained in a patient's/individual's healthcare record or patient's/individual's 
healthcare file, generating a notification report/message, and transmitting the 
notification report/message. 

However, the closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest 
that the notification report contains an actual change, alteration, or modification, 
sought to be made or made to the information contained in the 
patient's/individual's healthcare record or healthcare file. 

Dependent claims 51-67 (now renumbered as claims 3-19) incorporate the 
allowable subject matter of independent claim 50, through dependency, and are 
also allowable for the same reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 



Conclusion 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
